"We just can't keep up with 
th e spot repairs we have be en 
making," Milar said after fKe" 
inspection. "We are getting 
further and further behind. The 
old portion of the runway was

WASHINGTON ( UPl ) -Pres- 
ident Nixon signed into law 
today a three-year farm bill 
which Includes the first ceiling 
ever imposed on fedefal crop 
subsidies. 

The lengthy measure, which 
goes into effect with 1971 crops, 
includes a series of redesigned 
1971-73 price support programs 
for grains and cotton. 

The price support programs 
are coupled with a flexible new 
administration-designed "set 
aside" system for holding down 
overproduction of crops. 

Tlie subsidiary ceilings — 
$55,000 annual payments to any 
one farmer for cotton, wheat, 
and feed grains —will affect 
only about 1,100 of the nation's 
nearly three million farms. 
Most of those (about 950) are 
cotton producers. 
. "Hie administration claimed 
the new support and control 
(ilans, which deemphasize the 
role of the old farm parity 
formula in'' fixing support 
prices, will give farmers more 
operating freedom plus better 
Income with less dependence on 
government aid.

aviation aircraft ( not airlines) ; 
$25 a plane for small planes in 
addition to another fee based on 
weight of that aircraft; $3 a 
head tax for persons flying to 
foreign destinations and a rule 
which permits airlines to round 
off fares to the nearest dollar.

Telescope 
launch due 



CAPE KENNEDY (UPD — 
The U.S. space agency readied 
the world's largest space 
telescope for launch at sunset 
today to give astronomers their 
clearest view yet of distant 
stars and galaxies. 

The $83 million Stargazer, 
third of four automated orbiting 
astronomical observatories 
I OAO ), was to be propelled Into 
a 466-mile high orbit by an 
Atlas-Centaur rocket. Every- 
thing was reported proceeding 
smoothly toward a 5.30 p.m. 
EST blastoff. 

The shot was delayed from 
last Monday because of a 
troublesome gyroscope assem- 
bly in the autopilot of the Atlas 
first stage. A new unit was 
installed and tested Friday and 
the Tirst part of the countdown 
resumed Sunday. 

The 4,680-pound spacecraft is 
considered the most complex 
unmanned satellite built by the 
United States and Its 384nch 
diameter Cassegrainian tele- 
scope is the most powerful to 
be .placed In space. 

Gyrating from above earth's 
hazy atmosphere, the satellite 
will be able to observe 
heretofore unseen detail of 



stars and galaxies deep in the 
universe. It is expected to be 
able to see stars eight times 
fainter than those seen by the 
16-inch telescope in AOAO 2, 
launched two years ago. 

The primary objective of the 
new spacecraft is to study the 
ultraviolet light emitted by 
unusually hot stars. TTiese stars 
have a relatively brief life span 
—measured in millions of years 
—and can be seen from space 
in all stages of development. 
The view is blocked from 
ground observatories by earth's 
atmosphere. 

Those orbital observations 
are expected to tell astrono- 
mers more about the birth, life 
and death of stars. That, in 
turn, could give astronomers an 
idea about the future of the 
sun, a cooler star which '^uld 
last billions of ipore years. 

"We want to learn as much 
as we 'can about what makes 
stars tick, what makes them 
go," said Dr. Albert Boggess, 
scientist in charge' of the 
observatory's telescope. 

In addition to study stars, the 
spacecraft will examine the- 
great clouds of dust and gas 
from' which stars develop.

PresentatlortT)f the final and 
official figures from the 10-year 
census will give five states 
more seats In the House of 
Representatives. Nine states 
will lost seats in the reshuffling 
of the 435-member'house. 

California, the nation's lar- 
gest state, gains five seats for 
a total' delegation of 43. Florida 
gains three seats, and Arizona, 
Colorado and Texas gain one 
seat each. < 

States losing seats in the 
complicated mathenqatical pro- 
cess of reapportionn^ignt will be 
New 'York and Pennsylvania, 
two each, and Alabama, Iowa, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Tennessee, 
' West Virginia and Wisconsin, 
one each. 

The changes will not take 
effect until the 93rd Congress, 
which will be elected in 1972 
and convene in 1973. The 92nd 
Congress, elected earlier this 
month, will not be affected by 
the new apportionment.

SYDNEY. Australia (UPD— 
A weary Pope Paul VI received 
a tumultuous welcome today in 
Sydney, and as the day wore on 
he appeared to draw strength 
from the crowtds. His weary 
smile became a broad grin and 
cheers brought hinvbouncing to 
his feet. 

A crowd of 3,000 —far below 
the expected 25,000 —waited for 
hours at Sydney airport to 
greet him when he flew In from 
Leulomega, Western Samoa. He 
Ignored strict security precau- 
tions brought about by an 
attempt on his life in Manila 
and waded into the crowd to 
shake hands and offer his 
blessing. 

In Sydney there were thou- 
sands of persons packed 
shoulder to shoulder in i the 
streets in front of Town Hall 
for the official welcome by 
Lord Mayor Emmett McDw- 
mott, garbed in his ermine 
robes of office and official 
chain. The welcome more than 
made up for the sparse crowd 
at the airport, an^ by the time 



the Pope retired for the night 
police estimated 700,000 persons 
had turned out to see him. 
' The contrast between the 
poor South Pacific island, of 
Western Samoa and the affluent 
continent of Australia was Ss 
sharp as night and day. 

In Samoa he appealed to the 
world to send more missiona- 
ries to preach, teach and heal 
in such regions where the need 
for both spiritual and material 
aid Is great. In Australia, on 
the other hand, the 73-year-old 
Pope warned that too much 
wealth has its dangers. 

When he left Manila on 
Sunday the Pope drove into a 
squalid, muddy slum that even 
police dare not enter and talked 
with -a poor family .there. In 
Western Samoa he drove past 
open sided liouses with grass 
roofs and a chair or two as the 
only furniture. ^ 

In Sydney he passed the 
manicured suburban houses and 
wellstocked stores that thr^w 
this nation into sharp contrast 
with its Asian neighbors. 



The Pope said the primary 
purpose of his coining to 
Australia was to Join in a 
meeting of bishops of Australia 
and Oceania, as similarly he 
had Joined . a conference - of 
Asian bishops in Manila. 

The Samoan visit turned out 
to be one of the highlights of 
the tour that has taken him to 
East Pakistan and the Philip-. 
pines and will take him to Hong 
Kong and Ceylon before hii 
white and yellow Alaitalia 
airliner returns, him to-the- 
Vatican. 

Because he flew acro^ the 
' international dateline from 
Manila he said mass on 
consecutive Sundays. It was 
Sunday in-Manila and it was 
Sunday again in Samoa where 
he drove at high speed in an 
open pickup truck to a mission 
churd) at Leuhnnoega.

Governor-Elect Andrus now has 
the opportunity to make good on 
one of his most-repeated campaign 
promises. That is the one in which 
he said he would not increase taxes 
but would balance his budget on the 
basis of priorities of service. 

Governor Samuelson has 
disclosed general fund budget 
requests totaling $160.8 million for 
the next fiscal year. 'The requests 
are around $45 million more thdn 
the $115 million revenue projected 
for the fiscal year starting July 1, 
1971. 

.. As usual, the lion's share of the 
.jequesU comes from the 
educational divisions. This 
amounts to $106.6 million and are 
(Uvided $60.3 million lor the public 
schools, $34.5 million for higher 
education and the remaining $11.8 
million for vocational education, 
vocational rehabilitation, the 
Youth Training Center, the State 
Library and the School for the Deaf 
and Blind. The Department of 
Public Assistance requested $13.7 
million and the Department of 
Public Health $12.9 .million-.The 
requests for education, public 
assistance and public health ac- 
count for 82.8 of the general fund 
requests. Requests from all other 



ageincies totaled $27.8- million or 
r 17.2 per cent of the total. 

In announcing the requests 
Governor Sannuelson said he would 
- anticipate there will be another 
increase in the sales tax — at least 
another cent on the dollar — and 
this would raise $11 million. His 
estimate is thaf at least $3 million 
more will be needed — making $15 
million necessary "one way or 
another." 

There is little doubt but that the 
requests can be cut. But the 
question is can they be cut enough 
to permit the nevir governor to not. 
ask for any more taxes. 

The governor-elect is quoted as 
saying in news dispatches from 
Boise he has "inherited a can of 
worms." When he made his "no 
more tax" promises he surely must - 
have known the state, with 
everything else going up, could not 
continue opei-ating at the same tax 
level. , 

If he did not believe this then he 
now has the opportunity to show the 
taxpayers how he intends to do the 
Job. It will all come out either 
before or when he sends his. 
recommended liudget to the 
Legislature which will convene 
"January li, 1971.

Pact In Sight 




Despite attempts to cheapen 
it with lazy slang^, standard 
English is what is spoken in the 
_UnitedStatesrJtl3:theJanguager 
of the courts, the legislatures 
and;wen som*- of our unlvV- 
sities. A knowledge of standard 
English is Imperative lor the 
child grown to manhoocl who 
seeks a decent job and a chance 
for advancement. CasseU is 
saying in effect that Negro 
children be set apart from their 
white peers. He is saying in 
effect that children of Italian 
immigrants should be con- 
demned to speaking broken 
E:nglish the rest of their lives, or 
that the broque and burr should 
be encouraged among Irish and 
Scots students. 

Th,e Teachers Unldn, of 
course, is protecting its own 
nest. Clark's plan puts sharp 
new pressures on teachers to 
get then to the nation level. 
Today, they preside over a 
system in whicii pupils are 
promoted annually from grade 
to grade with almost no regard 
to their achievement. The result 
is the production, in con- 
siderable volume, of high 
school-educated dolts, sen- 
tenced to a life of menial jobs 
for the relief rolls. 

Fortunately for taxpayers

Pact by pact, the nations of the 
world move at buggy speed to 
defuse-therweapons of a post-buggy

A committee of the U.N. 
General Assembly this week finally 
reached agreement on a treaty to 
forbid the placement of nuclear 
arms on the international seabed. 
-The-dr.aft-now goes to the General 
Assembly, where its approval is 
assured. 

-The- two powers most directly 
affected, Russia and the Uijited 
States, have long been in general 
greement on the terms of the pact. 
It was rejected in last year's 
session by a coalition of strong non- 
nuclear nations disturbed by what 
_ they considered to be defective 
provisions for verifying undersea 
activities of the nuclear powers. 

That matter has lieen cleared up, 
and the final debate was over the 
offshore limit at which the treaty 
would take effect. As finally drawn, 
it would restrict nuclear im- 
placements outside a 12-miIe Ifmit 
offshore of any signatory, fhe 
United States originally wanted 



three-mile limit in conformity with 
its long-standing policy but agreed 
to settle for 12 miles which is a 
widely recognized limitation on 
territorial waters. Two Latin 
American nations, Peru and El 
Salvac^or, cast vote's against the 
treaty in committee to emphasize 
their demand for a -200-mile off- 
shore limit. These were the only 
two vots~against ffie treaty out of 
-more than 90 cast. 

Following approval by the 
General-Assembly-,-the pact w411 be 
. circulated for ratificatioiu... The 
United States, RussiaJr Oi^eat 
Britain and at least 19 other nations 
must sign before it takes effect. 
This appears to be a certainty. It is 
only a matter of time, therefore, 
before a major segment of the 
globe will be barred to nuclear 
arms exploitation. This is by no 
means the herald of an end to 
nuclear weapons. It is a demon- 
stration, however, that nuclear

This 
decision is. being fought 
vigorously, but so far un- 
successfully, by a determined 
group of men who, at a drop of a 
slide rule, will scratch hundreds 
of equations on the tilackboards 
that line NASA's office cubicles 
(for scientist), proving that 
almost anything man can do 
that needs doing; gadgets can 
do.— for a lot less cost. 

To a major degree, of course, 
this reflects a major difference 
of opinion on "what is worth 
doing" now. 

The gadget men favor prime 
etnphssis-on' .devekvin^ im- 
mediate ppactlcal uses of 
space— weather forecasting, 
geological s-urveying.

Both in the Soviet Union 'and 
in the United States, the costs of 
space travel have become so 
great, and other national needs 
so pressing, that each space

• The Russians arc now 
spending more on space than we 
are. If, in addition, they use 
their rubles more economically 
thaa we use our dollars, the 
United States, now well ahead 
in space, nevertheless, can find 
itself in second place a decade 
hence.

Florida Crisis 



— ORLAND,na.- T he symbol 
of Republican defeat here on 
Nov. 3 is the sudden uselessness 
of a W0,000 fund, carefully 
protected from campaign 
"'"squandering, to finance a 
special gerrymander study 
designed to maximize 
Republican strength in the new, 
15-member Florida 
Congressional delegation. 

Having lost the governor's 
office, the Republicans have 
now also lost all power over 
redistricting and the 
gerrymander fund- is super- 
fluous. The Democrats will now 
decide how to carve 15 districts 
out of Florida's present 12 
districts, under the guidance of 
Gov.-elect Reubin Askew. Out- 
going Gov. Claude Kirk, 
overwhelmed by Democrat 
Askew in the election, won't be 
around with his veto_ppwer to 
engage in delicate gerryirtander 
negotiations with the 
Democratic legislature next 
year. , 

As a result, the loss of the 
governorship may cost the 
Repiibiicans what could have 
been a gain of three 
Congressional seat» in the ■ 
Cbngress to' be elected in 
November. 1972, to go with tbe. 
three they already have? 
Moreover^tbe redistricting — 
here as in other Ug states like 
Pennsytvanla and Ohio where 
Republicans lost the gover- 
norship — ^Ul affect the 



composition of Congress until 
after the 1980 census, 

Yet the loss of the sLatehouse 
is only a small part of the 
Flepublican problems hatched 
here in the election. Far more 
serioiis, Kirk's defeat, along 
with the defeat of Republican 
Rep. Bill Cramer in the 
Senatorial election, has finally 
brought the violent subsurface 
power struggle within the party 
to a furious boil. This bitter 
factional feuding reached a 
peak last spring when Kirk and 
Republican Sen. Edward 
Gumey unsuccessfully tried to 
end Oramer's career by running 
ex-Judge G. Harrold Carswell 
against him in the Republican 
Senatorial primary. Now, the 
Kirk-hating backers of Q-amer, 
who is stiU Republican national 
committeeman, are plotting to 
purge the party organization of 
its principal Kh-k holdovers, 
chief of whom is state chairman 
Duke Crittenden. 

The climax will come on Jan. 
9 when tfie state executive 
committee dleets to select a 
party diairman tor the next 
four years. A weD-Uked, ROiii- 
professlonal politician, Crit- 
tenden firmly believes that 
party operations most revolve 
around Gumey. the sole 
statewide Rq>nbUean of- 
ficeholder left. Thus, under 
Crittenden, the state party 
would focus „on reelecting 
Gumey-to the Senate. 



Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 
., husband is 43 and has suffered 
bleeding ulcers three times with 
no warning of the ulcer being 
present . 

Do you think he should have 
X-rays every year? Is there 
danger of too much X-rays? 

Also, islt safe for him to take 
phenobarbital and belladonna 
indefinitely?— Mrs. W.B. 

Keep in mind, first of all, 
that there are "silent ulcers," 
just, as there are "silent gall 
stones" and other conditions 
which sometimes exist without 
any symptoms noticed by the 
patient. Sooner or later, such 
condi-tions finally evidence 
themselves. 

-' Thus-itMis -possible, although 
not the general rule, for an ulcer 
to remain comfortable and 
then, without warning, reach 
the bleeding stage. Bleeding 
ulcers can be sneaky. 

X-ray will disclose thpiscar of 
an old ulcer, or the presence of 
an active one— with this ex- 
ception: blood in the crater of a 
bleedi^^ ulcer mqy not permit 
the ulceij to be visible in an X- 
ray. 

. In your -husband^s -case, ' I 
p-ouJd doubt that an annual X- 
ray Is necessary or would be 
particularly useful, altl)Ough 
one X^■ay a year is hardly 
dangerous. It does cost money, 
though, and in any event, 
unnecessary X<ays should be 
avoided but necessary ones- 
accepted without quibbling. 

Since your husband and his 
doctor are aware of the history 
o^ bleeding, a careful watch for 
blood in the stool would be a' 
more effective precaution. Your 
husband should at once report a 
black or tar -colored stool, which 
would indicate bleeding or, 
ob"iously , any visibly red blood. 

But the. physician also could 
pprind irfi lly h a vo a Et oo l c ample 
tested for occult blood— l^at is, 
trnces too small In S<^ visible A 



simple blood count also would 
be significant in disclosing 
subtle blood loss. Any of these 
indications of bleeding would 
then warrant another X-ray of 
' the intestinal tract. 

Your last question: taken as 
prescribed, phenobarbital and 
beilladonna can be taken in- 
definitely. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 
Adam's apple keeps popping up 
and down, and my friends 
notice it and I am upset. What 
causes this'' I am G8. =-Mrs. 
R.M. 

The Adam's apple is cartilage 
over the thyroid gland, and is 
protective. Especially in thin 
persons, it can be quite 
. prominent.. . iiul _thaL . dofisn'.L . 
mean anything. ( Are you on the 
thin side?) 

Anyway, the cartilage will 
move when you are talking or 
swallowing and there is nothing 
you can do about it. It Is more 
obvious in men than in women, 
and, as I said, less obvious in 
a fleshy person. 

If your friends will keep watch 
of other people, they'll see a lot 
of bobbing Adam's apples. 
- What are ulcers? How should 
they be treated? What can you 
do to help rid yourself of ulcers 
and stay rid of them? For an- 
swers, read Dr. Thosteson 's 
helpful booklet, "How To Heal 
Peptic Ulcers and Keep TTiem 
Healed."

Potent virus still mystery 



ATLANTA (UPI) - Nine 
months after federal research 
began on the potent lassa fever 
virus in a maximum security 
laboratory lifre, scientists still 
have not. figured out its 
mysteries. 

They don't know for sure how 
it is sprea^i whether the disease 
is peculiar to the Nigerian 
region where it claimed its first 
victims or whether it ranges 
over the entire continent of 
Africa. 

Research aimed at answering 
these questions began last 
March in a specially- 
constructed $317,000 laboratory 
at the National Center for 
Disease Control (NCDC). 
Although scientists had already 
identified the virus and marked 
its characteristics. its 



ogdidemiology — how it is spread 
— still could not be pinpointed. 

Lassa fever is named for the 
Nigerian village where it first 
struck three American 
missionary nurses in 1969, 
killing two of them. In the same 
year, it killed a laboratory 
worker at the Yale Arbovirus 
Research Center. TTie virus was 
considered so dangerous that all 
work with It, heretofore carried 
on primarily at Yale, was 
discontinued until the more 
secure lab at the NCDC became 
available. ' 

The virus causes fever as high 
as 107 degrees, mouth ulcers, 
headache, a skin rash with tiny 
hemorrhages. -pneumonia and - 
infection of most of the major 
organs, such as the heart- and 
kidneys. 



' "We have not yet found where 
the virus came from" says 
George W. Gary Jr., 
microbiologist and chief 
technologist at the NCDC 
laboratory. 

Since the lassa fever research 
began at the NCDC last March, 
the researchers have devoted 
most of th^ time to in- 
vestigating rodent material 
from Nigeria and 2,000 blood 
sera. 

Gary said researcheVi 
suspect that the virus is carried 
by rodents and transmitted to 
humans in some manner that is 
not yet known. 

Testing of human blood sera 
for the presence of antibodies to 
the fever will show if the person 
ever had the disease, Gary said. 
If enough such tests are con-' 



ducted, scientists hope it will 
show over what regions of 
Africa the virus ranges. 

All work with the live virus is 
being' conducted from the 
maximum security laboratory 
stand outside isolators and work 
lhrOiigh"r'ubber gloves which 
project into the isolators. The 
laboratory, however, has 
shipped some killed lassa fever 
virus to Dr. Jordi Casals, a Yale 
virologist. Casals was hit by the 
virus in June. 1969, but was 
saved by the Injection of an- 
tibodies from the blood of a 
missionary nurse who con- 
tracted the disease in Nigeria 
but survived. 

Another-uhahswered qiiestion 
is whether the severity of lassa 
fever illness is typical of the 
Infection. *

Hie fact is that all the effects 
' of this newest to be discovered 
form of industrial and agricul- 
tural pollution are not yet 
known. 

Scientists have discovered 
"mercurji" contaminationin'the 
waterways of 33 different 
states and Canada, and re- 
search, has been started which 
.may show the ■ oceans to be 
contaminated. 

Although federal and state 
officials are moving successful' 
ly through the courts and 
through mutual cooperation ' 
with industries to reduce the 
amount of mercury that .Ls 
dumped Into the streams and 
lakes, the threat of mercury 
that is dumped into the streams 
and lakes, the threat of 
mercury contamination will 
continue for perhaps 100 years, 
scientists believe. 

Even if not another pound of 
mercury is discharged Into our 
jjraterways, there is no known 
Way to eliminate the contamin- 
ation that already exists. 

Hie University of Rochester 
has been"" iiivolved In the 
investigation of mercui^ polsbn- 
ing since 1954, and is one of the 
principal centers of research, 
teaching and treatment in the 
country. 

Dr. Thomas W. Clarson, a 
toxlcologist with the U of R 
program, told UPI: "1 think we 
are holding the line. No poison 
cases have arrived yet. but we 
are doing it rather nervously in 
a sense; until we find out a lot 
more about mercury. 
"A lot more study is what is 
"TieededTeHllyrbecause-eveff if — 
we stop, and a lot of industries 
have stopped the release of 
mercury, that's not the end of 
the problem," 

hei>r'Oblem4s-notr^is-might - 
be supposed from the present 
furor, a new one. 

Mercury itself is one of the 
basic elements and has been 
known since antiquity and 
throughout chemical history as 
quicksilver, It is the only metal 
■ which exists in liquid form at 
ordinary temperatures. The 
main source I5, afl ore known as 
cinnabar. 

Ever since the Industrial 
revolution, mercury has lieen 
used in its various forms in a 
multitude of products. Mercury 
fulminate is a powerful detona- 
tor; mercuric sulfide is known 
as Vermillion— the traditional 
standby in thermometers and 
. barometers. Various byproducts 
are used in ointments and other 
medicinals; mercury vapor 
lamps are a source of 
ultraviolet light. It occurs in 
fungicides and pesticides; its 
industrial uses are varied. 

In the 19th Century, mercury 
poisoning stemming from the 
use of compounds -to treat the 
felt used in hatmaking gave 
rise to the expression "mad as 
a hatter." 

All soluble salts of the metal 
as w^U as its vapor have long 
been known as poisonous. 
1, ■ When mercury dumping into 
waterways, lakes, rivers, 
oceans, etc., began, industria- 
lists reasoned that no harm 
would be done because the 
heavy element would sink to 
the bottom and lie there. It is 
now known that microorga- 
nisms in the bottom sediments 
convert the niercury into its 
compound, —methylmereury, 
which is poisonous to both 
marine life and to people. 

Many — nations — have had 

deadly experience with tne 
mercurj' poisoning problem : 

—Industrial effluent in Japan 
resulted in death or serious 
illness for 111 persons between 
im and 1966. Most of the 
victims had eaten heavily 
contaminated fish and shellfish. 

—In Sweden, mercury treated 
grain killed many "wild birds, 
and the Swedish egg market 
was severely damaged when 
mercury treated grain was fed 
to chickens, resulting In eggs 
with high mercury content. 

—Four persdfis -^ied and 34 
were poisoned In West Pakistan 
in 1963. 

— Mercury contaminated 
grain caused 3J deaths, and 321 
poisonings in Iraq in 1961. 

—Twenty persons died and 45 
were poisoned in Guatemala in

Hie concern rapidly spread 
both up and downstream 
through the' Creak Lakes chain 
as. governments of both coun- 
"tries and several states-moved 
hurriedly to put together testing 
programs. 

For example, the state of 
New York began a testing 
program as soon as the ice 
went off the lakes and. soon 
issued warnings for sport 
fishermen not to eat their catch 
for a number' of lakes, although 
no commercial fishing was 
banned. 

Damage to the Great Lakes 
alone is extensive. The U,S. 
Department of the Interior 
estimates that industries and 
agriculture in the United States 
have been dumping 500,000 
pounds of merciu-y into the 
Great Lakes per year for 
several years; the Canadian 
mercury discharge is about half 
that. 

More than SO Industries use 
mercury or mercury com- 
pounds in their manufacturing 
processes. 

The National Agricultural 
Chemical Association (NACA) 
estimates that 80 per cent of all 
conunerclal seed is treated 
with mercury compounds. 

Park Brlnkley, president of 
NACA. is quoted by the 
"Conservationist." the official 
publication of the New York 
State Department of Environ- 
mental Conservation, as saying, 
"some 20 per cent oif the grain 
brop or yield would be lost 
without " seed— treatment— and - 
that would be disastrous in this 
country." 

The federal . Food and Drug 
Administration has been con- 
remed-with-the-problem-slnce- 
IS647-but--the-4;,S,-D«pai 
of Agriculture allegedly has 
rejected several FDA objec- 
tions to registering mercury 
compounds. 

Panogen Is one of the most 
popular mereiu-y seed treat- 
ments. It Is banned in Sweden, 
but is produced and imported to 
the United States for use as a 
fungicide on seeds such as 
barley, oats, rice, wheat, 
tomatoes and cotton. 

The use of panogen was 
suspended when its misue was 
found responsible for three 
near-fatal human poisonings in 
New Mexico, but was returned 
to the market April 21, by 
order of the U.S. District Court 
for the Northern District of 
niinois. 

There were no state or 
federal standards of limits 
contamination of water or food 
by mercury when the problem 
first gained public attention. 

The first regulation in the 
nation went into effect in Texas 
Nov. 25, restricting the level of 
mercurv In public waters 
.005 parts per million — the 
standard suggested by the U.S 
Public Health Service and the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO).

WASHINGTON (UPIl-That 
doughty old radical Saul 
Alinsky has taken a hard look 
at the new left and finds it 
unimpressive. 
Alinsky has been twisting the 

establistnnenf statlforSO years 

and has an old pro's scorn ^or 
dilettantes. When he says the 
new leftists are not serious 
revolutionaries, merely play- 
actors, that's the most wither- 
ing judgment he could pass on 
them. 

No one has ever accused Saul 
Alinsky of play-acting about 
social reform. In his long and 
turbulent career as an organiz- 
er of the poor and powerless, 
he has proved that her knows 
how to achieve resttlw— and 
that he's willing to do it the 
Jiard way. 

And those are precisely the 
.. grounds on which he faults the 
young red-hots who are going 
around striking revolutionary 
po.<!es these days. ' 



I;^ the first place, he says, 
they aren't doing any good for 
the cause of social justice. In 
-fact; they're harnmig that 
cause. 

"'^'^e Weathermen should t>e 
getting paTdTy~The^extrefne 
right for the work they do," he 
says, with a short of disgust.

and begin to capitalize on the 
fact .that they belong by birth 
-to the class which wields real 
power m AmeirTcar 

Black militants as well as 
young middle-class whites sabo- 
tage their own cause when they 
try to use violence as a short- 
cut to' "instant charige," 
Alinsky says. 

"It is sheer folly for the 
Black Panthers to rely on the 
power of guns when the other 
side has all the guns." 

The greatest mistake which 
activists of either race can 
make, in Allnsky's view, is to 
think that significant change 
cannot be achieved within the 
existing American system. •

have thought it would take a

Thenffussian note said the 
meeting was contrary to 
attempts to lessen tension in 
Berlin— a reference to the Big 
Four ambassador-talks on-the 
city. 

A Western Allied spokesman 
had no coniment on the note. 
But the Western Allies in the 
past have taken the position 
that such poUtical meetings dt)> 



not violate the status of Berlin. 

Disclosure of the note coincid- 
ed with a. demand by the East 
German Communist party 
newspaper Neues Deutschland 
that West Germany cut its ties 
to West Berlin as the price for 
an agreement on Berlin traffic. 

The mewspaper in a conunen- 
tary on the resumption of East- 
West German negotiations said 
"all activity" of West Germany 
in Berlin is illegal and must 
ceaSe. 

The authoritative newspaper 
again repeated the East Ger- 
man stand that the new talks 
should deal with "transit 
traffic" to West Berlin. 

Western officials said this 
insistence boded ill for the 
snccesy of^the talks which - 
resumed Friday because West 
Germany has said it would not 
allow the discussions to become 
a substitute for the Big Four 
ambassadors talks on Berlin, in 
which transit is a main theme.

BOISE - — As winter ap- 
proaches. Bogus Basin, is 
putting the finishing touches on 
its summer . improvement 
program and making ready for 
the coming season. Most 
noticeable will be the ski slope 
developments, improved 
parking facilities and new fully 
enclosed ski lockers in the 
basement of the Lodge. 

Slope developments include 
the cutting of one new run on 
South Shafer, the elimination of 
the gully between Matchless 
and Triumph and the 



elimination of some txJttlenecks 
on Silver Queen and Smuggler. 

The new run on Squth 9iafer 
begins at the powerline and 
extends to Bogus Creek Trail. It 
will greatly extend the expert 
terrain on that portion of the hill 
and will offer some excellent 
powder and spring skiing. 

Eliminating the gully bet- 
ween Matchless ^nd Triumph 
on North Shafer has in effect 
created a huge l>owl l>etween 
the two runs and changed this 
former problem area into one of 
the finest runs on the mountain. 



Skier traffic flow will be 
greatly '' improved on the 
Smuggler and Silver Queen 
runs by the widening of thexuns 
in the bottleneck areas. In the 
case of Silver Queen, dirt has 
been bulldozed down from 
above the Shafer Rope Tow to 
create a small bowl. This has 
widened and contoured the run 
to make it much easier to ski. 

One of the larger projects of 
the summer was enlarging the 
No. 2 parking lot to ac- 
commodate 60 more cars.

Jobs don't come easy these 
days. A car is a must. Can you 
help? —Mrs. A.S.T., Torrance, 
Calif. 

A— The National Assn. for the 
Deaf says statistics show deaf 
drivers have fewer acciflents 
than the average driver with no 
hearing problem. There is one 
company, Liberty Mutual, that 
will insure you and other deaf 
drivers on the basis of your 
driving record. 

State Farm says you wer« not 
classified with drunks and 
addicts. These people, when 

' they are eligible to have 
drivers' literises. get "assi^ed 
risk" insurance whichj is the 
most costly. You were offered 
State Farm's special insurance 
which costs more than regidar 
but less than assigned risk.
